Mrs. Hortense A. Fowl- 
er. IS. Charles H. Fowler, 52. attempt- 
ed to choko her yesterday morning.

Hemenway street, Back Bay. grabbed 
a kitchen knife, returned to their bed- 
room and stahbefl her in the throat 
while she was gasping for breath. 


Mrs. l-'owlcr died a short time later.

murdered wife and committed suicide. 


The tragedy was discovered about 7

When the Russian delegates first ar- 


rived in Genoa there were many jokes 
at their expense an da disposition in 
some .quarters not to take them seri- 
ously.

needless to say. the at- 


titude towards them has changed en- 
tirely.

their treaty 
with Germany 


they havft 
shown 
diplomatic clever-

Double Tragedy Discovered 


by Neighbor—Jealousy As- 


signed as Motive for Crime 


BOSTON, May 10.—Becoming mad- 


dened with ragu during an argument 
with his wife, lira. Ilortense A. Fowl- 
er. 19, Charles H. Fowler. 52, attempt- 
ed to .choke her yesterday morning. 
Then he rnn inlo the kitchenette of 
their apartment, suite 
12A, at 
163 


Hemcnway street, Back Bay, grabbed 
a kitchen knife, returned to their bed- 
room and stabbed her in the throat 
while she was gasping for breath. 


Mrs. Fowler died a short time later. 
During the afternoon Fowler turned 


on the gas, lay on thfi bed beside, his 
murdered wife nnd committed suicide. 


The tragedy was discovered about 7 


o'clock last evcnliiR when occupants 
of the house amelled the fumes of 
Illuminating gas. 
Neighbor Finds Couple Dead , 


John Moore, who occupies suite 20 


on the third floor front, almost directly 
above that occupied by the Fowlers, 
traced the odor through the hall- 
ways .of the apartment house to suite 
12A. 
lie rapped several times at the 


door, hut received no response. 


His efforts to force the door proving 


futile, he returned to his apartment, 
then went down the fire cscuuo to the 
second floor and found all the windows 
of the Fnwler apartment closed. 


He finally-forced a hay window and 


as soon as-he had opened it. a wave 
of pas almost stifled him. 
He climbed through the window and 


found the bodies of Fowler and his 
wife, clad in their night clothing, lying 
on the bed. 


Moore opened the windows and door 


of the apartment nnd notified Mrs, 
Leon Fairbanks, wife of the owner 
of the house, who lives in suite 9, of 
his discovery and asked her to get 
medical assistance. 


In the meantime the ja'nitor. Frank 


McKec. had smelied the fumes. Fear- 
Ing -that thero was a leak in the pipes 
in tho house, he notillert the gas com- 
pany. 
Police headquarters 
was

the tragedy and the police ambulance 
of Station 16 was sent to tho scene 
with a squad 
of 
patrolmen 
under 


Sergts. Dennis A. Shea and Joseph W. 
Comerford. No physicians had arrived 
at the house when tile police got there, 
so thft officers removed Mrs. Fowler 
(o the City hospital.
